ENVOYS CALL ON

- 1,000 JEWISH REFUGEES ARRIVE IN ITALY

NAPLES 

Nearly a thousand Jewish refugees, 
forced to leave Egypt, arrived here 
this week on the Egyptian ship Misr. 
Almost all of them are Stateless and 
only 17 dre in possession of valid 
passports. | 

On their way out of Egypt they. were 
looked after by a special representa- 
tive of the International Red Cross, 
M. Robert Porchet, who was warmly 
thanked for his humane services and 
the consideration he extended to the 
victims of Colonel anti- 
Jewish policy. 

On their arrival at the harbour the 
refugees were met by representatives of 
the Italian Jewish community, and by 
Mr. Moses Leavitt, of the, “Joint”; 
Mr. Z. Shuster, of the American Jewish 
Committee ; representatives of the Jewish 
Agency; and members. of several other 
Jewish organisations. The 
authorities also offered help. 

Many of the refugees had harrowing 
tales to relate. of their sufferings in 
hands. ofthe Egypuan 
olice—76 of them were brought direct 
from. prison, where they had been for 
months, and several came aboard the 
ship still handcuffed. 

The majority had lived in Egypt for 
many They were without 
any charge against them, thrown into 
later ordered to leave ‘the 


country, all their possessions having been 


seized by the Egyptian authorities. The

POLISH. JEW’S 
DEATH 


Government Inquiry 
Ordered 


PRE-ELECTION 
INCIDENT

The Polish Government has ordered 
a special investigation into the death 
of Chaim Nutkiewicz, a Jewish 
worker who was thurdefed last month 
in Wroclaw, Western Poland. 

He was found by his relatives 
murdered after anti-Jewish demonstra- 
tions in a suburb of the city. Accord- 
ing to unconfirmed reports he was 
attacked by hooligans shouting anti- 
Jewish slogans after they had attended 
an election meeting where demands 
had been made that Jews should pot 
be allowed to stand for Parliament. 
Elections are. taking place in Poland 
on January 20. 

The Minister of the Inierior has stated 
that the police in the arca have rectived 
sirict instructions to prevent any further 
demonstrations or outbreaks of anti- 
semitic hooliganism, while at the same 
lime every e¢flort is being made to 
establish the circumstances of Nutkic- 
wicz death. 

The. news of the Jewish worker's death 
and the antisemitic outburst with which 


it Was accompanied have caused panic 
among Polish Jews. : 


Wish to go to Israel 


Even those who have been members 
of the Communist Party for years are now 
seeking Means {0 leave the country, many 
being anxious io go to laracl. There 
a teehng among Jewish Communists 
that the Govertiment has not taken 
sufficiently energctic steps to counteract 
the anti-Jewish outbreaks. . Although no 
one doubted the sincerity of Mr. 
Gomoulka, the new Polish leader, when 
he denounced racialism and antiscmitism, 
similar assurances by other Communist 
leaders have been viewed with suspicion. 
This is due to the fact, openly admitted 
in the Polish press, that antisemitism 
exists even im the senior ranks of the 
Pohsh Communist Party, 

The official Polish Party organ, 
Trysuna Luovu, again took up the 
subject of antisemnism in a. leading 


article a few days ago entitied “ The. 


Pest Which Poiwons Public Life.” In 
the name of the Central Committee of 
the Party u denounced antisemitic out- 
bursts. A Similar line has been adopted 
by other Polish papers, especially the 
progressive and very outspoken Po 
ProstU, which has now become the 
mouthpiece of young Polsh ricilectuals. 
This paper is now in the forefroat of 
the fight against antiscrmitism.. 

But so deep-rooted is anti-Jewish 
sentiment that their appeals have not 
been sufficient to check the trend of anti- 
Jewish events, and more enerectic action 
has been called for. Jewish ilcaders, 
representing the Association of Polish 
Jews, while -appealing to the Jewish 
community to avoid panicking, have felt 
compelled to urgec be Government to 
take immediate and more determined 
measures to stop the antisemitic. out- 
bursis which are becoming a_ daily 
occurrence.

Plan of Hebrew University Friends 
VISCOUNT SAMUEL’S TRIBUTE 
BY A JEWISH CHRONICLE REPORTER 


A new project of the British Friends of the Hebrew University—the 
establishment of a simple, dignified hostel for women students in Jeru- 
salem—was launched under the chairmanship of the President, Viscount 
Samuel, on Tuesday, at a dinner dedicated to Jewish women in public 
life, two of whom, Mrs. Norman Bentwich, Chairman of the London 
County Council, and Miss Ruth Cohen, Principal of Newnhas College, 
Cambridge, were the guests of honour.

New. and modernised schemes for thrift 
and benefits are proposed.

The first part of the report also con-

The committee had been given the 
task of recommending what steps might 
be taken to Stabilise the present position 
while the major work reconstruction 
went ahead; and of suggesting how 4 
modernised friendly society might be 
built up alongside the existing edifice, 
and the manner in which such a society 
would be likely to attract the scattered 
Jewish community, particularly the 
younger people, because of what the 
society had to offer by way of thrift, 
brotherhood, benevolence, and communal 
and charitable service. 

In an interview Mr, Hyams, the Chair- 
man of the Committee, told me that the 
whole friendly society movement, Jewist.

WINTER. HEBREW 
SEMINAR 


150 Students at Lectures 


The 35th Winter Hebrew Seminar 
arranged jointly by the Department for 
Education and Culture of the Jewish 
Agency and the Zionist Federation, 
took place recently at Tyringham 
House, Newport Pagnell, Bucks. Since 


this type of intensive Hebrew course. 


was started in 194%, over 2,000 young 
Jews and Jewesses in this country 
have participated in it and a large 
number of eminent Jewish scholars,

This last seminar was attended by. 150 
students, largely. university youth, who 
preferred to spend their holidays in a 
congenial Jewish atmosphere devoting 
their free time to a serious course of 
study which embraced subjects such as 
Trach, Hebrew language, grammar and 
literature, Jewish history and Yidi'at 


The language of imstruction was, as 
always, Hebrew. The course is so 
designed as to enable advanced and inter- 
mediate students to participate.

VISION AND FAITH 


“And they came to Elim, where

(Exodus xv, 27). 


HE miraculous deliverance 

from the vengeful hosts of 

Pharaoh had been accom- 
plished. The Red Sea had parted 
im order to enable the Children of 
Israel to pass through on dry land, 
and had engulfed the whole of the 
pursuing army. The exultation and 
emotion of the delivered children 
of Israel finds its expression in the 


‘magnificent and triumphant Song of 


Moses. But it does not take long 
before their soaring spirits drop 
plummet-like into the depths. They 
proceed into the Wilderness of Shur, 
and for three days they march with- 
out finding water. And when at 
the end of the three days they reach 
water, to their disappointment they 


find that it is undrinkable. “ And 
the people murmured against 
Moses.” 

It was the first of a continuous 


series of grumblings and complaints 
which were to be characteristic of the 
whole forty years in the wilderness 
and which caused Moses, at the end 
of tus long ministry, bitterly to com- 
plain: “ How can | myself alone bear 


your cumbrance, your burden, and 
your strife?” 
T is immediately after this - first 


expression of the lack .of fajth which 
was to dog their footsteps that we read 
the verse: “And they came to Elim, 
where were twelve wells of water and 
threescore and ten palm trees, and 
they encamped there by the wells.” 
Water and dates and palms. food 
drink, and shade. all the desiderata of 
a wandering people. And the saintls 
Chofetz Chaim, commenting on the 
juxtaposition of these two passages— 
the. bitter water of Morah and the 
abundant and sweet waters of Elm 
makes the acute observation ee 
only they had had patience and vision 
and faith. if only thev had held out 
just a little longer, all the troubles of 
Morah would have been avoided. and 
all would have been well |” 

The belief in the ultimate triumph 
of justice and right, of the ultimate 
establishment of the Kingdom of God 
upon earth and the acknowledgement 
of His sovereignty by mankind as a 
whole. is basic and central to Judaism. 
Without that faith we could never 
have survived; with it we afe able 
with the eye of faith to pierce the 
overhanging clouds and. to gain a 
vision of the sunlit uplands beyond. 


How often, however, does it happen 
that that faith runs violently counter 
to observed facts? Injustice appears 
to be rampant, oppression in the 
ascendant, and right trampled under 
ground. The Psalmist gives the 
answer to that problem of faith in 
one single sentence of the Sabbath 
Psalm: “ When the wicked sprang up 
as the grass, and all the workers of 
iniquity flourished—it was that they 
might be destroyed for ever.” 

There is a poignant incident related 
in the commentary by the Tosafists 
on the Torah. They lived during the 
period of the Crusades, when it so 
often happened that parents put their 
children to death rather than see them 
become victims of forced baptism, 
That immolation is usually held up 
as the supreme example of unswer- 
ving faith, of the Jew following the 
example of Abraham in the Akedah., 
It comes, therefore, with something 
of a shock to realise that at least one 
voice, and that not an unauthoritative 
one, was faised in protest, and 
precisely on these grounds which have 
been adumbrated, on the grounds that 
such an act of immolation evinces @ 
lack of faith !- 


“TT happened,” says the anonymous 

Tosafist, “ that a certain rabbi put 
to death a.number of children during 
the cra of forced conversions, for he 
was afraid that were they left to live 
they would be forcibly apostasised. 
And there was another rabbi present 
with him who was filled with excessive 
anger at him, and called him -a mur- 
derer. He took no notice, whereupon 
the protesting rabbi said: ‘If | am 
right. that rabbi will be the victim of 
a violent death. And so tt was, The 
Gentiles arrested him and flayed him 


and inserted sand between his skin 
and his flesh. And subsequently the 
decree of .forced © apostasy was 


repealed: and had he not put these 
children to death thev would have 
been saved.” (Tosafist Commentary to 
Genesis ix, 5.) Is not the criticism 
of the rabbi that he did not have the 
faith that round the corner of Morah 
with its bitter waters were the abun- 
dant sweet. waters of Elim, with its 
date palms and shade ? 

So it is with all who, lacking in 
faith in the ultimate triumplr of right 
and. vision of a more glorious day 
ahead, throw up the sponge. And 
against them there comes the message 
of faith and hope-which sustains us, 
“ Even though the sword of Damocles 
hanes over a man’s head. let him not 
despair of God's Mercy.”

GROWING REFUGEE PROBLEM 
- CBF. to Aid Victims of Nasser 


APPEAL TO ANGLO-JEWRY FOR FUNDS 
BY A JEWISH CHRONICLE REPORTER 


Faced with the continuously growing magnitude of the new Jewish 
refugee problem in this country, the Central British Fund, which has 
since the middle of November concerned itself with the care of the new- 
comers from Hungary, has now decided to provide assistance also for 
the Jewish victims of the Nasser régime, who had hitherto been helped 
by a specially created relief agency of the Sephardi community and by 
local Jewish communities near their camps of reception. 

The Council of the C.B.F.. over which Mr. Leonard Montefiore, the 


Acting Chairman, presided, decided at 
its meeting at Woburn House, Lon- 
don, on Tuesday, that the Fund 
should again revert to its réle as 
Anglo-Jewry'’s over-all agency for the 
relief and rehabilitation of Jewish 
victims of persecution, and that the 
Jewish Refugee Committee, originally 
set up fin 1933] to assist Jewish 
refugees from Germany and Austria, 
should become active agarn. 

Although the C.B.F. would, of course, 
work in conjunction with the other 
existing bodies and relief organisation, 
the assumption of additional responsi- 
bilities is bound to place a heavy burden 
on its dwindling resources. The Council 
had, therefore, also taken the decision to 
make an appeal to the Anglo-Jewish 
community for funds. Neither the target 
figure of the appeal nor any other details 
have yet been decided, | was told by 
Mr. M. Stephany. Secretary of both the 
C.B.F. and the Jewish Refugee Com- 
mittee. He added that-the expansion of 
the Fund's activity would also necessitate 
the acquisition of additional office 
accommodation.

JEWS’ COURAGE 


British Captain’s Tribute 


A tribute to the courage of the 
Jews imprisoned by Egypt has been 
paid by Captain James Clark, of 
Newcastle, whose tanker was seized 
by the Egyptians at Suez and who 


was. thrown into gaol by = the 
EgvQigns. 
Heated that in the Barrage Gaol in 


Cairo “there were | 
nationalities—mainly Jews—and their 
tales of inhumanity and hardstup were 
many and varied. The Captain des- 
cribed how a Jewish couple were arrested 
with their five-year-old daughter who 
was later pushed alone into the strect. 
The parents, by using heavy bribes, 
managed to gct a message to relatives 
who found the young girl at 9 p.m. 
Two Jewish men over 80 years of age 
were in the gaol, picked at random and 
with no charecs against them, Captain 


Clark. stated 

Those who suffer now, he went on, 
ate mainly Jews. “ Parted from. their 
families. not knowing when they will 


‘ever leave their imprisonment, these men 
plan for the fulure—to start with nothing 
and to create something in a new land 
where they can be free. 

‘They are jo be admired and should 
be helped. All they ask is freedom and 
a chance to work, and ‘having seen their 
courage in adversity I know they deserve 


hoth these things.” added Captain Clark.

ON ISRAEL 


Moscow Stories of 
Atrocities

Although -Mr. Abramov, the Soviet 


Ambassador to... Israel, was 
recauled in. protest against Israel's 
invasion of the Sinai Peninsula, is 


now about to return to his post in Tel 
Aviv, Moscow has not. ceased its 
attack on Israel, In fact, the denuncia- 
tions of the Israeli Government in the 
Soviet Press, and over the radio, have 
increased in violence. 

A Home Service talk by Melov, a 
leading Russian political commentator 
entitied Accomplices 
Imperialism,” contained the most bitter 
denunciation of Israel made by Moscow 
Since the Cairo-Moscow axis came into 
being. Melov described Isracl’s réle as 
a “shameful one.” The State of Israel, 
he said, “served as the torch with which 
the imperialists lit the flame of war in 
the Middle East.” 

While praising the Arabs, the broad- 
caster accused “the Israeli ruling circles 
of behaving in a challenging manner 
towards the Arab countries,” and of 
subjecting the Arab minority to “ cruel 
discrimination.” “The Israeli authori- 
lies,” he said,“ treat the Arabs in about 
the same way as the Hitlerites used to 
treat the Jews. In many places the Arabs 
have been driven into ghettoes which 
they can leave ouly with special

They been deprived’ of their 
elementary human rights.” The broad- 


cast followed up these lies and allegations 
by noryene Israel of having violated the 
Armistice Agreement with the Arabs “ on

ISRAEL’S POLICY 
ON AQABA 


British Sympathy 
By a Diplomatic Correspondent 


Israeli diplomatic efforts to explain 
Mr. Ben-Gurion’s policy over Gaza 
and the Gulf of Aqaba have con- 
tinued im the capitals of Europe, as 
well as across the Atlantic. 

In London, the Isracli Ambassador's 
latest meeting with the Foreign Sccre- 
lary is understood to have served the 
useful purpose of explaining; not with- 
out some results, the Isracli Govern- 
ments predicament at this moment and 
their reluctance to abandon more terri- 
tory in the Sinai Peninsula without 
adequate international guarantees. 

The British official view is believed 
to have undergone a certain change. 
There is less inclination now ‘to insist 
on the demand that Isracl should with- 
draw to the armistice line frontier. 

On the question of Isracl’s control of 
the two islands in the Gulf of Aqaba, 
and even more so on that of a free 
passage through the Suez Canal, official 
British circles are more and more lean- 
ing towards the Isracli point of view. 

While this may be due partly to the 
efforts of Isracli diplomats and to the 
wholehearted support given to Israel by 
the French Government on these vital 
issucs, Coione! Nasser’s latest pronounce- 
ments have also contributed towards a 
greater appreciation of the dangers 
ahead. His declaration issued through 
the official «<pokesmarn. Colonc! Hatem. 
in Cairo this week, that Israc!l would not 
be given free passage through the Suez, 
leaves no doubt of Feyptian iniention< 
and gives added significance to M: Ben: 
Gurion’s demands for clear guatanieces 


Egyptian Threats . 


Moreover, Egyptian propaganda over 
ihe radio and in the press in the last 
few days, and the anti-Isracli outpour- 
ines irom all Ar it COUNLTICS. lave 
become violent in the extreme. There 
iS again talk of the determination “to 
wipe out Isracl” and of the “ dav of 
reckoning and torture of the Jews.” 

While the fedayeen raids have again 
been intensified, Cairo Radio openly 
declared some days ago that the Arab 
Governments, far from -desisiing from 
sending their agents into Israel, are 
new groups of fedayeen and 
mstructing them  wartare 
Isracl The Egyptian Government, said 
Cairo Radio, is organising the fedayeen. 
“smplanting in their hearts the love of 
iheir country and. strengthening thei: 
readiness to fight for it.”’ This activity. 


Cairo Radio added. “is an honour for 


the Governments of Eeypt, Jordan. 
Syria, 4 ithbanon, and other Govern- 


Joining in this anti-Israeli campaign. 
the Jordan daily, Au Jivtap, stated that 
ihe Arabs “are determined to root out

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REPLY TO SOVIET JEWS 
Israelis’ Letter to “ Pravda”

Sholem Asch and other renowned 
Jewish writers, poets, scholars, scien- 
tists, former partisan fighters, 
musicians, and actors and actresses, 
now in Israel, are among the signa- 
tories to a letter sent to Pravpa, the 
Russian Communist Party organ, in 
reply to a proclamation signed by 34 
Soviet Jews which appeared in the 
paper on November 6 condemning the 
“aggression of Israel, Britain, and 
France against Egypt.” 

Addressing the Soviet signatorics of 
the proclamation the letter states: “ The 
key to your whole approach is to_be 
found in the following passage: * The 
State of Isracl has had every opportunity 
to establish peaceful and good neigh- 
bourly relations with the Arab States 
who are struggling. against colomalism 
and for their independence. . The ruling 
circles in Israel, however, have chosen 
to serve the imperialist interest of Great 
Powers, ete. This assumption is 
fundamentally wrong. 


Desire for Peace 


The letter goes on: “ Are you unawarc 
of the fact that, from her mnception,. to 
this day. Isracl has not wearied of pro- 
claiming. over and over again, her sincere 
desire to attain peaceful and wgood- 
netzhbourly relations with all the Arab 
Siates ? ~ 

Fhe Arab States, the letter poris out, 
to the offers of peace 
with - threats of annihilating _Isracl. 
Colonel! Nasser had said long belore 
the Sinai campaign: “ Wail and see ' 
Soon will be reveaicd to you the sirength 
and will of our people. Egypt will teach 
vou a lesson.

Synagogue Mural Figures

Wall paintings discovered at an 
ancient synagogue during ‘excavations 
in Syria indicate that the Jews of 
antiquity illustrated the Books of the 
Bible. This ts the conclusion of ‘Dr. 
Carl H. Kraeling, a former Professor 
of Archeology at Yale University. 
book on the excavations, entitled 
“ The Synagogue,” is soon to be pub- 
lished by Yale University Press. 

The murals were discovered at. the 
synagogue of Dura Europos, a city that 
lay beneath the Syrian desert for 1,700 
years until its rediscovery in 1921. In 
that year British troops dug trenches and 
discovered in the ruins paintings of a 
Palmyra temple. Ten seasons of excava- 
tions followed. Painted on ihe synagogue 
walls were pictures representing 59 
Biblical episodes, including incidents from 
the Exodus and the life of Moses 

The author believes that these paintings 
reveal the existence of a long-forgotten 
tradition of Jewish representational art.

EXPEDITION 
Remains of Settlements

JERUSALEM 

A Hebrew University scientific 
expedition, after making a survey on 
the eastern shores of the Sinai Penin- 
sula—which they reached by . boat 
from. Elath-——-has come-.to the conclu- 
sion that there is untapped under- 
ground water in the Elath district. 
Professor Leo Picard said that water 
resources had been discovered in 
Southern Sinai, and the similarity of 
the topography with the Elath aréa 
Suggested ‘that water resources must 
exit in the Elath area. 


Traces. of well-fortified settlements 
dating back to the: first century pce. 
sen discovered, the most 


impres- 
sive being that of a natural harbour 
at Dahab. A fortress existed here and 
alm trees flourished between the 


abatcan and the Byzantine periods. 
The remains of a dock and a Nabatean 
cemetery were discovered. Rock inscrip- 
tions indicate that the oasis was used by 
caravans. Similar remains were found 
north of Dahab, at Taba and Tweiba. 

At Tiran—one of the islands from 
which the controlled shipping 
in the Gulf of Agaba—two stone 
encampments were found, one dating 
back -to Byzantine times and the other 
believed to be of early Bronge Age. 

The expedition, which is led by. Pro- 
fessor Benjamin Mazar (President of the 


Hebrew University), believes that a more 


detailed scientific survey of the area is 
needed. This would, it is believed, yield 
rich results. |

ALTHOUGH Sir Anthony Eden's 
resignation on the grounds of 
ill-health will be regarded as 
a matter of major importance in 
the political life of the country, it 
is unlikely that it will make any 
immediate impact im the foreign 
ficld. This may seem paradoxical 
in view of Sir Anthony's long asso- 
ciation with foreign affairs and 
the fact that it has been precisely 
in this respect that his tenure of 
the Premiership has been most 


obviously unsuccessful, perhaps 
even : disastrous. It has, indeed, 
been his handling of Britain's 


Middle Eastern policy (with which 
we are especially 
that has been, either directly or 
indirectly, his undoing. As a result 
of the events of the past two and a 
half months Britain now finds her- 
self in a virtual 
impotence in influencing develop- 
ments in the Middle East (though 
she still has some cards tn her hand 
which, if. skilfully played, may 
eventually lead to some rehabilita- 
tion of her position) while the 
United States has taken her place. 


This change in réles was amply 
demonstrated by President Eisen- 
hower’s important declaration of 
policy to Congress last Saturday, 
which acknowledged the responsi- 
bility which the United States feels 
for: safeguarding the independence 
of the Middle East. The object of 
the new policy, which has been 
compared with the Truman doctrine 
1947  wréeece and 

urkey, is to safeguard the 
countries of the Middle East (whose 
precise definition has not been 
made clear) against Russian aggres- 
sion and to authorise the President 
to use military force in pursuance 
of this object should it be necessary. 
The declaration also empowers the 
President to assist in developing 
the economic strength of the area, 
and the whole doctrine is intended 
to be in conformity with the 
Charter of the United Nations. So 
far as it goes this policy is welcome 
as an affirmation of the United 
States’ desire to prevent Russia 
from stepping into the vacuum left 
in. the Middle Ezest by the 
departure of Great Britain and 
France. The-threat of the use of 
military torce will no doubt also 
help to prevent open aggression by 
the U.S.S.R. To this extent, indeed. 
the Eisenhower doctrine is little 
more than an extension of the 
which the Ameri- 
cans sponsored but refused to join. 
The critics have not been slow to 
point out that the real danger from 
Russia lies less in open military 
aggression than. in political subver- 
sion. Already subtle Communist 
infiltration into the Governments of 
Egypt, Syria, and Jordan has done 
great damage to the interests of the 
West. without coming within. the 
sphere of operation of the Eisen- 
hower doctrine. The other major 
deficiency in the scheme appears to 
be that it contains no policy for 
easing the internal tensions or 
bringing peace to the Middle East. 
This must be the test of any policy 
designed for dealing with Middle 
Eastern problems. Neither a mili- 
tary “trip-wire”™ to prevent Com- 
munist aggression nor economic 
aid will be of the slightest avail in 
bringing peace to the area unless a 
political solution can be found to 
the continuing hostility of the Arab 
States towards Israel. 


Perhaps an elaboration of the 
details of the scheme will show 
whether the United States has a 
constructive policy for dealing with 
this aspect of the problem. First 
impressions, however, do not seem 
auspicious, and the general impres- 
sion has been given that America 
js about to pursue the kind of 
policy in regard to the Arab States 
which she has often strongly con- 
demned when followed by Great 
Britain. In their anxiety to wean 
the Arabs away from Communism 
and Russian influence the Ameri- 
cans are apparently preparing to 
de everything to gain their friend- 
ship and, at the same time, to show 
the minimum of consideration for 
legitimate needs. The

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inconsistency of American policy is 
apparent in regard to her previous 
criticisms of Great Britain both 
when she was attempting to safe- 
guard the Middle East against 
Communist infiltration and when 
she was appeasing the Arab States 
at the expense of Israel. So far © 
Israel is concerned, there is little 
comfort to be drawn from the 
explanations given by Mr. Dulles 
of the underlying intentions of the 
Eisenhower doctrine. It is asking 
far too much of the Israelis that 
they should withdraw entirely from 
the positions they now occupy in 
Sinai and the Gaza Strip unless 
they receive firm guarantees that 
their boundaries will not again be 
violated by the Egyptians and their 
shipping blockaded in the Gulf of 
Aqaba. These are minimal require- 
ments, and we believe that the 
sympathy of a large part of. the 
free world, which has admired their 
Struggle against aggression, will 
support the Israelis in their. deter- 
mination to safeguard their rights 
whatever pressure exercised 
against them. Indeed, we know of 
one pre-eminent British statesman 
(is there more than one?) whose 
advice to the Israelis has been that 
whatever they do they should not 
abandon Gaza !

READING 

issue, on page 8, THE 
JewrsH CHRONICLE, as promised

IN this 


column. The idea of a Hebrew. 


column. had long been contem- 
plated, and it was fostered by the 
many and persistent requests of 
readers and of teachers. War-time 
conditions, however, caused a 
scheme then in preparation for the 
publication of Hebrew lessons: to 
be dropped, and the peace-time 
Gi newsprint ratlon- 
ing, with its inevitable restrictions 
on space, made the introduction of 
additional features problematical. 
lt had been determined nevertheless 
that as soon as possible a number 
of new features would be begun in 
the paper (some have now been 
running for several weeks) and the 
latest is th Hebrew column. 


Several _asiderations shaped 
the decision to make this a general 
reading column rather than a series 
of formal lessons in Hebrew 
grammar. One is the purely tech- 
nical difficulty of setting good-sized 
Hebrew type, especially with vowel 
points, with grammatical examples, 
in the narrow space of a newspaper 
column instead of on the page of a 
textbook. Even more important is 
the need to produce a feature which 
in. effect is timeless, so that instead 
of coming im on, say, lesson 4, and 


having to hunt back for the three 


previous lessons, a reader can start 
any week and still be up to date. 
The reading, of course, presupposes 
an elementary. knowledge of 
Hebrew (which cin easily be 
gained at the many classes avail- 
able or by postal tuition) and 
the passages are being deliberately 
kept on an easy level.

ISAAC STEINBERG 

By the death of Isaac Steinberg 
world Jewry has lost one who gave 
himself with single-minded devo- 
tion to the service of his people. 
Born in Russia in 1888, he lived 
through a period of epoch-making 
change in Jewish and world history, 
Steeped in both Jewish scholarship 


and general culture, his generous- 


hearted support of liberal and 


Opposition to Lenin's 


ancient. 


humanitarian causes led to his 
imprisonment under the Tsarist 
régime. After the Russian Revo- 
lution, although himself not a 
Bolshevik, he became for a while 
Commissar of Justice, but his 
policy of 
terror led to his imprisonment by 
the Bolsheviks. His deep devotion 
to the cause of freedom and demo- 
cracy led him to oppose ihe Soviet 
régime equally with the Tsarist 
tyranny which had preceded it. At 
the same time he was always an 
eloquent advocate of the spiritual 
traditions of his Jewish heritage. 
His books writings—in 
Russian, German, Yiddish, and 
English——showed the nobility of his 
ideals.. Forced to live in exile from 


‘his native land, he found sanctuary 


first in Germany and then in 
England, and finally settled in 
America. Indeed, he deliberately 


travelled to Australia and far- 
distant lands in his quest for a 
haven of refuge for his persecuted 
brethren. Uprooted himself, this 
wandering Jew felt the need of 
securing new places of group settle- 
ment for European Jews who were 
forced by the ravages of persecu- 
tion and war to emigrate from their 
birthplaces. With this objective he 
founded and directed with tremen- 
dous enthusiasm the Freeland 
League for Jewish Territorial 
Colonisation. In seeking cultural 
rather than political autonomy, his 
endeavour somewhat diflered from 


the earlier Jewish = Territorial 
Organisation scheme of Israel 
Zangwill. However, he followed 


Zangwill’s example in not concen- 
trating on Palestine as the solution 
of the problem of Jewish home- 
lessness. It its no reflection on 
Steinberg’s integrity of purpose 
and his courageous and tireless 
endeavours that the Freeland move- 
ment failed to realise its objective. 
Its ideology ran counter to Jewish 
nationalist sentiment and it was 
overtaken by world events which 
enabled Zionism to exercise a 
abd Cecisive On 
the course of history. 


CAREERS ADVICE 


A REPORT will be found on page 9 
of a symposium that was held this 
week, under the auspices of the 
B'nai B'rith First Lodge of Eng- 
land, on the subject of “ Careers 
for our  Children-—Vocational 
Guidance.” In directing communal 
attention to this important topic, 
the Lodge ts not only rendering 
valuable seryice but is also pursuing 
afresh a .line of inquiry which it 
inaugurated some years before the 
Second World War.

Sirn.—The community will be grate- 
ful to the Chief Rabbi for having 
publicly summarised the 1: isons 
which have led to the recent crisis 
within his Advisory Committee, thus 
affording a basis for informed public 
discussion of the vital issues at stake.

| wish to emphasise that my approach 
towards Dr. Schonfeld’s day schools has 
never been either unfriendly or 
unsympathetic. I have previously paid 
high tribute to the undoubtedly -impor- 
tant and outstanding contrib’tion made 
by Dr. Schonfeld and his late father 
(""t) in the field of Jewish. education 
in this country. Indeed, a few years 
ago I personally approached Dr. Schon- 
feld and offered to supply him with. funds 
through the Zionist Federation Wf he 
would agree to employ teachers, accept- 
able to him, with a view to introducing 
into his schools.

tions which had been destroyed by the 
Nazis.”” Out of £20,000 which the com- 
mitice recommended for primary and 
secondary schools, no less than $0 per 
cent (£10,000) was earmarked for two 
schools, namely, the Hasmonean Gram- 
mar School for Boys (under Rabbi Dr. 
Schonfeld) and the North-West. London 
Jewish Day School, run on lines similar 
to the first. The Hasmonean Grammar 
School applied for £15,000 for capital 
expenditure, although a similar demand 
had been made for precisely the same 
purpose t© the London Secondary 
Schools Foundation and had already 
been approved of at the time the 
application was sent to the Claims Con- 
ference. Nevertheless, the committee 
recommended that £5,000 should be 
voted ab initio for this school. 

If the Chief Rabbi asserts that Claims 
Conference funds should not be used to 
meet the needs “for which Anglo-Jewry 
must properly bear responsibility,” then 
why include the Schonfeld schools ? 
Alternatively, why rule out Carmel Col-

lege, the Manchester Jews’ School, the 
new school at Liverpool ? Why should 
the blessings and the favours of the Chief 
Rabbi be confined to those who refuse 
to recognise the Chief Rabbinate, who 
ignore the official institutions of the 
Anglo-Jewish community, and who seck 
to undermine its acknowledged leader- 
ship? Is it really a mark of “ objec- 
tivity and impartiality ” to offer a bonus 
to those whose avowed policy is to 
replace the official institutions of the 
community with their own minority, 
extremist docirimes ?

Blow to Day Schools 


Sirn—Many of your readers will 
wonder what it was that brought 
about the sudden and most vehement 
opposition of Dr, lL. S. Fox to the 
Jewish day schools fn this country, 

In his statement, published in your 
issuc of December 28. the Chie! Rabbi 
asserts that before the present year the 
recommendations of his Advisory Com- 
mittee were made ae complete 
unanimity in all cases.” Why, one may 
ask, were the Jewish day schools cligibic 
for Claims Conference grants in ihe years 
1954, 1955. 1956, but not, in the eyes 
of Dr. Fox, for 1957” [here must 
surely be .a reason sufficiently valid to 
have prompted Dr. Fox to break the 
concord of a committee headed by the 
Chief Rabbi, to undermine iis Own posi- 
tion, bad, last but not icast, to deprive 
Anglo-Jewish institutions of the direly 
weded annual support of £20,000. 

There ts no fieed to enlarge upon the 
vial importance of Jewish day schools 
to the spiritual survival of Anglo-Jewry; 
nor upon the service so far rendered by 
them. Their claim to Germany's resi 
y On ine fact that 
they cater for a very large nuioe! ot 
refugee . children The. accusation of 
their being Agudist. institutions is a 
newly invented weapon produced for 
questionable political ends. Those who 
avail themseives of their own invented 
weapon are fully aware of the hollow- 
ness of their claim, For decades nbd one 
in this country held out their alleged 
Agudism against these schools. 

One need noi, however, dig too deeply 
in order to find the real crime for which 
Anglio-Jewry is now to pay an annual 
fine of £20,000. Last summer the bulk 
of Orthodox rabbis in this country dared 
to voice an unequivocal opposition to 
the establishment of Zionist day schools 
at a conference held in London. It was 
as some. tned 
to make out. It was attended by rabbis 
of all sections of the Orthodox com- 
munity, Aguda, Mizrachi, United Syna- 
gogue, Federation of Synagogues, and 
Union of Orthodox Hebrew Congrega- 
tions, and they unanimously passed a 
resolution condemning Zionist-sponsored 
schools. This resolution, which sill 
holds good, obviously displeased Dr. 
Fox to such an extent that he is now: 
determined to vilify and wreck the exis- 
tence of well-deserved institutions in a 
biind act of vengeance. 

Apparenily it is all right for rabbanim 
to adorn Zionist meetings and letter- 

oes it is acceptable for them. to 
urge thelr congregants where io. give 
their money; but is criminal for them 
vorce ahy independent opinion on 
Jewish religious. education.

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NEW YEAR FOR TREES

e WISH liturgy and observance 
provide many a golden link 
between the Jew and _ his 
ancient-new homeland, Medinat 
jsracl. One of the most fragrant 


of these is the Fifteenth of Shebat 


‘next Thursday, January 17), the 
commencement of spring in Israel. 


11 was Maimonides who once calcu- 
tuted that of the Taryag (613) Com- 
mandments which embrace Judaism, 
ust over a hundred could be proper 
‘uifilled in the Diaspora, the others 
heing precepts conditioned by dwell- 
mei mn the Land of israel 
NS One of these neg- 
ected mitzvot was to plant trees.

Eating Israel's Fruits 


As in most other things, it was the 
second-best with which the Jew had 
, content himself in the lands of his 
dispersion; Not able actually to plant 
trees. he képt alive the spint of the 
dav by eating of the fruit for which 
israel has been renowned from Bibli- 
cal days. 

Among Chassidic sects——-who yielded 
ro none in their love for Israel—the 
mere eating of Israel's fruits did. not 
They honoured the day with 
. festive meal, in’ which fish and meat 
nlaved conspicuous part. For 
dessert they. made She’ hecheyanu ~ 
over Palestinian fruit, washing the 
meal down with a. /lechayim over 
wine, Between the courses 
they would snatch a song and a 
mitzva dance, greeting each other with 


hee 


the wish of a speedy return to Jeru- 
Salem. The texts of the songs were 
mainly Biblical verses dealing with 
trees, like “ Man is as the tree of the 
field ~ (Deut. xx, 19), and “And he 
shall be like a tree planted by streams 
of water, that bringeth forth its fruit 
in its Season, and whose leaf does not 
wither; and ih whatsvever he doeth. 
he shall prosper” (Psalms i. 3). 

Among Sephardi communities the 
custom prevailed of keeping night- 
long vigils on the eve of the dav. 
spending the long hours in the study 
of Bible, Talmud, and Zohar. 
especially with those sections therein 
dealing with trees and fruit. regaling 
themselves while so engaged with 
fruit from Israel. This custom must 
have originated in the sixteenth cen- 
tury in Safed. 


Nostalgic Prayers 


Not only in Safed but throughout 
Oriental communities was the day 
hallowed with study and song. food 
and fruit, and nostalgic prayers for 
resettlement in Zion. In Morocco the 
Synagogues were all ablaze with lights 
on the eve of Tu b’Shebat. and feasts 
were afranged at the homes of the 
wealthy men of the community. to 
which all and sundry were invited. In 


Algiers, also, the occasion was used. 


to hold festive gatherings, at which 
the tables. were weighted with all 
kinds of fruit. Before each invited 
guest there was placed a copy of the 
booklet “ Pri Etz Hadar ™ (printed in 
Léghorn). From this anthology each 
guest. commencing with the most 
honoured among them, would read 
an extract 

In Baghdad the custom § differed 
somewhat. There the feast in honour 
of the celebration was held in the 
house of mourners. as a symbol that 
death but the prelude to life 
eternal For have not the naked trees 
and the bare earth once again clothed 
themselves with blossom and fruit ?

The traveller R- Jacob Saphir (1822- 
86), a native of Jerusalem, once spent 
Tu b’Shebat in India, and gives an 
account in his “ Eben Sappir” of the 
manner in which it was observed 
there. In a house in Bombay to 
which he was invited, he says, “ there 
were about fifty’ kinds of fruit. It 
seemed that money was no object in 
order to celebrate this festival royally. 
To spend plenty on this feast was 
considered even more meritorious 


‘than spending money on the best 


etrog and lulav for Succot. First they 
partook of the fruit, then they made 
a blessing on the wine, after which 
they washed their hands in readiness 
to partake of the sumptuous meal 
which was about to follow.” 

Among the Jews of Kurdistan this 
festival was even more meticulously 
observed, as they were an agricultural 
people. They called Tu b’Shebat 
“the festival of trees” (chag 
hailanot), and availed themselves of 
the opportunity of sending baskets 
of fruit to their friends: as gifts, 
aS was done On Purim. In addition, 
many would hold, open house, to 
which all came and helped themselves 
to the fruits. wine, and other delicacies 
which were there to be caten. Women 
especially held this festival in affec- 
tion, the belief having spread among 
them that by this observance God 
would bless their womb with fruitful- 
ness. just as He had caused the bare 
tree to vield- fruit. 


Delicacies for the Hazan 


Not to be outdone, the men of 
Kurdistan would bring hampers of 
food and delicacies into the courtyard 
of their Hazan, where a feast was 
enjoyed by all. The meal concluded. 
the Haham (Rabbi) would discourse 
on the significance of the festival, 
usually beginning with the verse of 
the Psalmist: “ Then did all the trees 
of the forest burst forth into song ” 
(xcvi. 12). 

Colourful as all these celebrations 
are in the lands of our scattering, and 
important as they were as links with 
our ancient homeland, they were 
really only shadows of the reality 
which is now taking place in Israel.

BIBLICAL NOVELS IN AMERICA 


By HAROLD 


HEN the noted American 
literary critic, Edmund 
Wilson, discovered the high 

drama in the Dead Sea Scrolls and 
wrote a book about them, the entire 
United States reading public appar- 
ently started to specialise in the 
Scrolls. After Mr. Wilson’s book 
al least a dozen more books were 
published, for scholars,.for lay 
readers, and for pious Americans 
who simply wanted to know. how 
the Scrolls changed—or did not 
change—the structure of their faith. 
lo some the enormous popularity 
ol the Scrolls was a phenomenon. Ito 
ol however, who had already 
noticed the American penchant for 
Kibhcal novels, it was no surprise. 


Ihere are few best-seller lists, indeed, 
which do not include. either in the 
nclon or non-fiction lists, books on 


Bible, retelling of Biblical tales, 

versions of Biblical inci- 
dents In the past most of these 
novels were read by. millions, . but 
dealt’ with indifferently by literary 
cities. Today the Bible novels are 
written on a higher standard, with 
somewhat more faithfulness to the 
bible itself, and, as. result, these 
books are gaining critical acclaim as 
well as commercial success. 
None of the novels, of course, attains 
Jc artistic and spiritual heights of 
Thomas Mann’s Joseph tetrology : yet 
One Cannot overlook the steady stream 
©! modern Biblical tales, dealing as 
they do with kings and princes and 
Prophets and judges. Obviously the 
demand for these books is steady, and 


publishers are-happy to supply the 
demand,

book about the Second Isaiah, who 
prophesied in the days of King Cyrus. 
Always interested in lust and sexuality 
(one of his first books dealt with a 
house of shame), Asch this time holds 
nothing back. The Babylonian votary 
of Ishtar,. Gimel, is created by Asch 
with loving care. Her physical attri- 
butes are a magnet to Asch, who 
seems delighted to describe Gimel’s 
ecstasy as she yields herself to the 
false god Bel Merodach. The deciama- 
tions of the prophet himself are fine, 
mainly because Asch is wise enough 
to borrow heavily from the Bible 
proper. Still, one remembers the con- 
tortions. of Gimel far more than the 
prophecies of the Second Isaiah. 
Overt. sexuality is in even greater 
evidence in other recent Biblical 
fiction. Irene Patai.:in “The Valley 
of God.” concerned mainly with the 
prophet Hosea, has drawn on more 
accurate sources than most writers On 


the Bible. for her husband is Raphael: 


Patai. the noted Ofientalist. Her 
re-creation of Hosea’s times rings true, 
and the reader is made sharply aware 
of the quality and nature of civilisa- 
tion in Hosea’s era. But one of the 
tragic aspects of Hosea’s life was the 
faithlessness of his ‘wife, and in his 
prophecies Hosea usually talked of 
the people of Israel in terms of female 


adulteries. Thus Mrs. Patai has an 
opportunity to indulge in many erotic 
passages, and she does not fail to take 
advantage of these chances. Gomer, 
Hosea’s wife, possesses a “golden 
body.” is unsatisfied by her husband, 
who, is busily offering the people the 
message of God, and takes as a lover 
a former suitor. Later, she participates 


‘in a pagan orgy, and when Hosea’s 


becomes aware of his wife's trans- 
gressions declaims a famous passage 
remembered by so many Bible students: 
“For a harlot’s hire |: buy her, for 
fifteen pieces of silver! Yea, even 
though she is beloved of others, even 
though her heart is turned against me. 
Even so, 1 shall love her again and 
again! Yea.-even as God does love 
the faithless children of Israel !” 

It should be stressed that Mrs. 
Patai’s book, like Czenz: Ormonde's 
“Solomon and the Queen of Sheba ” 
and Maria Ley-Piscators Lot's 
Wife,” is very readable, and so the prim 
reader can overlook and forgive the 
sexuality. and accept the re-creation 
of an age. But the book on King 
Solomon and the Queen of Sheba and 
the volume on “Lot's Wife” offer a 
bit more, in their way, than Mrs. 
Patai’s. Both attempt to discuss God 
and His meaning in greater detail, 
although Mrs. Patai presents Hosea’s 
prophecies. In the debates between 
Solomon and the Queen there are 
theological discussions, and especially 
in Mrs. Ley-Piscator’s novel, probably

ISRAEL’S NEW PORT 


From GOLDA ZIMMERMAN 


(The Jewtsu Correspondent in Israel) 


ELATH 

S the Israeli frigate Mivtach 
sailed into this harbour in 
7 the evening a few days ago 
lights from along the shore sud- 
denly shone across the dark waters 
to welcome this second warship to 
arrive here duiing the past ten 
days. 

We joined the ship at Shram el 
Sheikh, that southernmost tip of the 
Sinai Peninsula, the occupation of 
which means so much for Israel's 
freedom of passage through i.e Gulf 
of Agaba. When we first saw the 
Mivtach she was lying just off the 


of ships in these past weeks has 
become a commonplace. A great deal 
will still have to be done Hliere if 
this town is to become the really 
important port which Israclis hope it 
will be, and are, indeed, determined to 
make it. 

As part of these plans, negotiations 
with French companies are far 
advanced for bringing a railway from 
Beersheba to Elath, which will take 
goods landed at Elath to all parts of 
the country. and will bring the 
minerals of the Negev here for 
export to all parts of the world. 

The French, semi-governmental 
concern, Transaco, has offered a

jetty at Shram el Sheikh, looking 
spruce and tidy. despite her seven- 
week journey from Haifa. She 
made short stops for refuelling and 
taking on supplies at Palermo, Dakar, 
Cape Town, Beira, and Djibouti. At 
noon we left Shram el pbeikh to 
begin the iaSt nufiagreg més Gi tic 
Mivtach’s long journey. The few 
Israeli soldiers still at Shram el Sheikh 
and Ras Nasrani have little to do 
and both places now have a lost and 
forlorn air about them. 

The guns placed at Ras Nasrani by 
the Egyptians. now dismantled, and 
the underground bunkers are silent 
reminders of the use to which the 
place used to be put. And as we 
sailed through the Straits of Tiran in 
the marrow. passage between the 


island of Tiran and Ras Nasrani the’ 


coast was clearly visible and the now 
useless guns pointing in our direction 
were ceric reminders of recent 
violence. But we sailed on undis- 
turbed in a calm. glasslike sea, under 
an unnaturally blue sky, up the Gulf 
of Aagaba towards Elath. At the 
entrance to the Gulf we passed and 
greeted the -Mivtach’s  sister-frigate 
Miznak, which came here a week 
earlier. Both ships will now cruise 
between Shram. el Sheikh and Elath. 


A Large Town 


As darkness fell and the setting -sun 
played queer colourful. tricks on the 
hills on both sides of us, turning them 
black on one side and bright pink on 
the other, and making the waters of 
the sea the darkest possible blue, the 
sense of peace increased. The dark- 
ness deepened, and the stars and the 
crescent of the new moon were the 
only lights to guide us, and all we 
needed. Soon the lights of Aqaba 
became visible in the distance, and 
a little later on those of. Elath—now 
a sprawling and comparatively large 
town, completely changed from the 
empty waste of sand with only a 
number of tents to break the 
monotony which were here when first 
| visited this. place in January, 1950. 

Commander Yehuda Ron, 
Captain of the Mivtach, had described 
to us his uneventful vovage from 
Haifa round the Cape of Good Hope 
to this place, and the courtesy and 
friendship shown him at all ports at 
which he had called: They had passed 
through stormy seas on their way, but 


_the weather changed as they entered - 


the Red Sea and the wind was then 
with them-—was this a good omen ? 

And now the good ship Mivtach, 
like the Miznak, had reached Elath, 
which from the beginning of the State 
of Israel has exercised a mysterious 
glamour for the Israeli population. 
Now it is a jealously guarded posses- 
sion, the development of which is a 
kind of linchpin for the future of the 
State. The shore, with its new 
customs house, large lorries, and

Israel herself 
has a tanker fleet which could feed 
the pipeline, and the engineering skill 
and means of manufacturing the pipes 
needed also exist here, 

But both railway and .pipcline 
depend on the free passage of ships 
and .tankers through the Straits of 
Tiran and up the Gulf. of Aqaba. 
How this can be assured is the burn- 
ing question of the moment for 
Isracls future—and of far-reaching 
consequence, perhaps, to the entire 
Western world. 


A New Pipeline 


In the meantime, without. waiting 
any longer, Israel herself has started 
and almost completed the laying of a 
small, eight-inch pipeline capable of 
transporting 700,000 to 800,000 tons 
a year——about half of Israel's domestic 
consumption. It will run along about 
143 miles to Beersheba, whence 
the oil will for the time being con- 
tinue its journey by rail to Haifa and 
the refineries. Later on it is intended 
to continue the pipeline to Haifa. 
Three or four pumping stations are 
being erected en route. The pipes are 
being produced at the Zinoroth fac- 
tory. at Sarafand at the rate of two 
or three mites dary. Phe new Elath- 
Beersheba road is also almost com- 
pleted. The cost is estimated to be 
$5,000,000. Advice on specific prob- 
lems has been given by a French 
engineer, 

Here at Elath there will have to be 
constructed a seaward pipe and instal- 
lation for the mooring of tankers. 
The harbour can accommodate tankers 
ofeany size.

Dr. S. Roth, General Secretary of the 
British Section of the World Jewish 
Congress, who was the guest speaker, 
said that although only 1 per cent of 
the Hungarian population was Jewish 
about 30 per cent of recent arrivals 
among Hungarian refugees were Jews. 
Giving the reasons for the high percent- 
age of Jewish refugees, Dr: Roth said 
that Hungary was a traditionally anti- 
semitic country and because many Jews 
had held positions since 1948 in the 
Government, which had been unpopular, 
the people had had an added excuse for 
using the Jewish people asa whole as 
scapegoats. The revolution in Hungary, 

said Dr. Roth, had been started by the 
intelligentsia, many of whom were Jews 
and university students, whose aim was 
freedom of thought and contact with 
the West. 

Of the Jewish community in Egypt, 
Dr. Roth said, it was necessary for most 
_of the community to emigrate and to be 
maintained until then.

If Judaism's 
majority votes that the opposite sex 
be out of mind during prayer but, 
nevertheless. permits it to be within 
sight, then the eyes, | am afraid, have 
it.

And if she will insist on bartering 
the supremacy and security of the 
kitchen and nursery for the hazards of 


public worship, the Jewish woman . 


must accept her Jewish lot as the 
cipher and the untouchable. Who 
would want to change her public 
invisibility and littlhe wooden pew with 
its heavenly view? What! to be 
shown, competently and frequently, the 
place in the prayer-book just when the 
attention is focused on the arrival of 
vet another refugee from the Bolshoi 
Ballet in yet another Cossack hat? 
Or have her ribs bruised by a marital! 
elbow that disturbs her slumber 
through the sermon? Emancipation I, 
personally, decline with thanks and 
choose to remain a laughing leper in 
this masculine world. 

By the way. the ‘result of the 
arbitration was that, on purely internal 
matters connected with the synagogue 
and not with general religious prin- 
ciples, mixed seating was permitted in 
that particular synagogue.

THE SINAI CAMPAIGN 
Examples of Egyptian Cowardice 


To the Editor of Tue Jewrsn Curonicte 


Sirn.—l have received a letter from 
Isracl written by a friend who is an 
old military expert. He comments 
on certain aspects of the Sinai cam- 
paign, saying that in his opimon 
official Israeli propaganda has not 
made sufficient use of its opportum- 
ties and has thereby helped Nasser 
to convert his defeat into a Victory 
in the eyes of his Arab admirers. As 
1 agree with my friend that there 
are certain examples of Egyptian 
cowardice that deserve to be kept on 
record, | give you the following 
extracts from his letter. 

In the 100 Hours’ War—for our cam- 
paign against Egypt lasted no longer than 
that—the Egyptians surpassed all the 
cowardice that has been shown by any- 
one. anywhere, m the history of war. 
You have certainly all heard of the 
“ capture” of the Egyptian frigate. But 
of other examples of Egyptian cowardice 
I can give you a few examples: 

(a) At the entrance to the Gulf of 
Aqaba was a well-fortified Egyptian 
camp of 1,200 men, with outstandmeg 
underground fortifications. This. camp 
contained four shore batteries, 12 anti- 
aircraft guns, and six anti-tank guns 
The shore batteries were destroyed within 
48 hours of the appearance of Isracti 
troops in the neighbourhood—someihing 
unheard of in the history of war—but the 
other 18 guns were not destroyed and 
were handed over unharmed (except tor 
one anti-tank gun, in which the lock was 
broken) after a short fight. You under- 
stand: either/or. Enher one fights. in 
which case one turns the heavy artillery 
towards the hinterland and uses tias 
held artillery. Or else one does not fight, 
in which case one destroys all the guns. 
Bui one’ does not do what in fact was 
done. That is just grotesque. 

ib) At Abu Ageila the Egyptians had 
solid concrete anti-tank emplacements. 
Contrary to all logic. they brought there 
the best self-propelled anti-tank 
artilery that they had. Uniti then Israel 
had never even Seen anyifime like it 
Obviously, self-propelled guns belong to 
a mobile war, for oy are just too 
valuable for strong emplacements: buat 
the Egyptians had so much artillery that 
they could even afford this extravagance 
Accordmg to our press reports, the 
Egypuans fought well in Abu Ageila 
that is. they made a stand for eight or 
nine hours, whereas elsewhere they just 
ran away. But when they gave up... 
they left behind the self-propelled guns. 
which wt would have been very easy to 
evacuate. The guns fell into our hands 
trnharmed 

ic) The Russians gave the Egyptians a 
Piobile radar station—-1 find it puzzling 
to Know why one needs this in such a 
small country. There was an automatic 
disintegrating explosive charge built into 


the station; all one needed to do to 
desiroy it was to press a bution. Even 
that the Egyptians did not do. It fell 
unharmed into our hands. 

(d) The Egyptian Air Force was just as 
cowardly as her other forces. From the 
start .of the fighting until the firs: British 
‘planes appeared some 50 or 52 hours 
passed—in any case, more than two whole 
days. The 50 newest Russian bombers 
which the Egyptians had stayed at home. 
There was only one air attack on Israc! 
by an Egyptian ‘plane. This—accordin 
to Cairo reports—announced that it ha 
desiroyed the military airfield at Tel Nof. 
But im fact it dropped only eight bombs, 
which in any case would not have been 
enough to cause serious damage. even if 
they had hit the target. But the bombs 
fell into an empty ficld, 1Skm. to the 
north-east, near Kibbutz Geser. It is 
meconceivable that the pilot made such 
a huge error; perhaps was afraid to 
approach the airfield, and dropped his 
bombs where he could be certain he 
would meet with no opposition. 

The Egyptian pilots who attacked our 
columns in Sinai acted similarly. They 
flew so high that their bombing became 
virtually ineffective, Whereas the Israeli 
pilots flew at a few dozen metres above 
the ground, and blew up Egyptian tank 
columns kilometres away, the Egyptians 
flew at a height of a.few thousand metres 
during the two days before the English 
arrived. We lost some 35 soldiers because 
of their air force, but that was all. One 
can also attribute to the Egyptian pilots’ 
cowardice the fact that the Israch flyers 
nearly always emerged victorious from 
air battles against forces two or three 
times their own size. It was thus possible 
for an old Ouragan to shoot down an 
Egyptian Mig while the latter was fiecing 
and Mot even trying to save itself, 

(ec) But the best story is the following. 

When we took over the large hospital 
(100 beds) at El Arish, our doctor (Dr 
Muszkat, a grandson of. York-Stciner, 
the first Secretary and administrator of 
Die Wert) found on the operating table 
a dead Egyptian, who had recently been 
operated on and whose stomach they had 
begun to stitch together, but whom they 
had left to die on the table, with a half- 
open stomach, while the doctor and 
nurses fled. In the hospital cight other 
badly wounded men had been left in 
their beds, (incidentally without sheets. 
while our men found two million sheets 
in the stores that they captured) and died 

All these stories show that, despite 
three years of military education under 
Nasser, under 50 German Nazi generals 
and staff officers, and under 1.000 Com- 
munist experis, the Egyptians are no 
better than they were in the 1948-49 War 
In fact, they have become worse. for then 
at least the Sudanese fought well, and the 
Egyptians disposed their troops excel- 
lently. This time the Egyptian defence 
of the Gaza Strip collapsed within a few 
hours, although it had been wonderfully 
prepared and protected with first-class 
bunkers, tank traps, and minefields.

from a civil court 

(1) .The Liberal Synagogues recognme a5 
Jewish the child of a marriage where the father 
is Jewish and the mother non-Jcwish 

The Association of ‘Synagogues of 
Great Britain disagrees with all these 
attitudes, and for its part accepts tradi- 
tional laws unless there is good reason 
for doing otherwise.

BIBLICAL HEBREW AND

Parental Responsibility 


With the increasing emphasis on 
the responsibility of parents for 
delinquent and: other problems in 
later life, many parents feel perman- 
ently anxious and guilty. It is, there- 
fore, refreshing to read the chapter 
“Parents are People.” The author 
rightly says: “If. parents lead full 
and happy lives themselves they will 
contribute. more to their . children’s 
characters than if they give up. all 
their other. interests for an over- 
anxious watching of every moment of 
their children’s lives.” 

This is a book full of information, 
advice, and provocative ideas. The 
conflict in many parents who are 
anxious to give their children a reli- 
gious education in which 
themselves do not believe is dis- 
cussed. Many will disagree with the 
authors views, but will want to 
discuss them. The emphasis through- 
out is on the imporiance of lamily 
life. It is certainly a book all parents 
should possess. |

Work on the Land 


The Land Called Me. By Sir Joun 
E. Russert. Allen & Unwin. 25s.

Here is the fascinating story of a 
modest man who began as one of the 
large family of a poor dissenting 
fmnister and became a_ world- 
renowned agriculturist. Born in 1872. 
John Russell moved about with his 
father and mother. brothers and sisters 
from town to town, always with 
poverty, often with tragedy. He left 
school at fourteen and worked in a 
pharmacist’s shop because he was 
interested in chemistry. and only after 
surmounting great hardship did he 
obtain his university degree. 

After a year or two of research. 
Russell found himself wondering 
whether he was really cut out to spend 
his life in a laboratory. In particular, 
he had retained his interest in social 
welfare, with which his father’s work 
had brought him so closely into con- 
tact. Poverty, disease, alcohol. 
depravity—young Russell felt that all 
this pointed to an inability of so man‘ 
people to get adapted to town life. If 
only they could be got out of the 
towns on to the land, they would then 
be able to live a useful.-human and 
happy existence. Russell decided that 
if he knew something about agricul- 
ture, he could set about organising 
agricultural settlements Soon he 
found a post at Wve Agricultural 
College. Later he went to the 
Rothamsted Experimental Station. and 
in 1912 he became its Director. a post 
he held for 31 vears. It savs much for 
the unassuming way in which this 
hook ts written, and in’ which the 
author giosses over hic own achieve- 
ments. that it comes rather as a sur- 
prise to the reader to see that the 
years of strugele and poverty have 


given piace to recognition and success 
Palestine Settlements 


Much of the book is taken up with 
accounts of Russell's many and wide 
travels: abroad. other 
impressed 
by the settlements he saw in Palestine 
in 1927 and 1928. Always he made a 
pomt Of meeting not only the agricul- 
tural advisers and administrators, but 
also the farmers and peasants. He 
has alwavs had a keen interest in the 
people of the soil. though some 
readers may think that his obhserva- 
Hons on political and social problems 
are somewhat naive.

Then also, 
there is absolutely no reason to sup- 
pose that Joshua and Rahab had ever 
met, let alone been lovers, before the 
fall of Jericho. and the attempted 


identification of her god Jah with the 


God of Israel, aS a sop to conscience. 
only causes further confusion. The 
physician, Salmon, who gets in and 
out of Egypt as a spy. in a fashion 


that Houdini would is a 


complete fabrication. 

All these inventions could be for- 
given if only the spirit. of the original 
had been faithfully kept, but Frank 


‘ Slaughter misses the essential sense of 


dedication which was the significant 
characteristic of the Israchtes at this 
time. They had recently received the 
Law from Moses, and they were acting 
in accordance with the will of the 


Almighty. The; were a people apart. 
far removed in temperament from 
the barbarities of the surrounding 


nations. Of all this the author gives 
no~ sign, and without decrying the 
interest of this swift-moving desert 
tale. any resemblance to the Biblical 
version must be taken to be “ purely 
coincidental.”

The Welfare Committee of the 
Association of Jewish Ex-Service 
Men and Women will benefit as a 
result of the annual ball of Ajex, held 
last Saturday at Grosvenor House, 
Park Lane, London, W.1. About 
£1,400 was raised. 


Since the committee was established 
eight years ago thousands of pounds 
have been spent on direct aid to cX%- 
Servicemen and their dependants. 

At Ajex headquarters there are nearly 
1,600 cases on the files, and provincial 
branches have also given assistance to 
needy applicants. Even during the 
recent call-up resulting from the Suez 
crisis Ajex received inquiries from. mem- 
bers and non-members in connection 
with claims for hardship allowances. 

The committee’s work covers a wide 
ficld, including not only financial assist- 
ance but also legal advice, aid with 
pension and disability claims, and 
employment aid, 

In addition, the Welfare Commitict, 
which is headed by Mr. David Wigman, 
arranges for comforts to be sent to mem- 
bers sick at home, in hospitals, and in 
convalescent homes, for hospital visita- 


tions, and outings for disabled ex-Ser- 
vicemen. Not the tkeast important 
function of the commitice, the members 


of which are all voluntary workers, is to 


help {to maintain the morale of the 
disabled.

the most brilliantly written of the 
entire group under discussion here, 
one gains the feeling that religion has 
meaning to these people in the books. 
The Bible throws out a great challenge 
to these novelists: only Mrs. Ley- 
Piscator seems unafraid of this chal- 
lenge. And so, in many ways, she 
succeeds the most. Lot and his wife and 
Abraham and Sarah are real people 
here, deeply cognisant of God, of 
nature and the elements and of sin, 
It is a very fine book. 

There are, of course, others, most 
notably Shirley Watkins’s The 
Prophet and the King,” which deals 
with King Saul, the emergence of 
David and the prophet Samuel. It is 
a story told rather simply but with 
ability, and in various passages, such 
as the fighting at Gilboa, attains high 
emotion. The Hebrews in this novel. 
especially the king 
credible and we learn to like them. 
It is not a stiffly written book and it 
does add to the total understanding of 
the Bible and the people who inhabit 
it. That, after all, is the most one 
can ask of bach books. Few reach 
such heights, but the fact that so many 
try 98 a further tribute to the hold the 
Bible has on the creative imaginations 
of our writers.

YE SHALL PLANT 


By AUNTIE 


EXT Thursday is the New Year 

for Trees. It does not seem 

possible that, while we are still 
in the season of wind and snow, cold 
and storm, in Israel spring has arrived. 
There the sun is once more shining, 
the soft. winds blow, the warm rays 
bring out the first tiny shoots, the 
trees blossom and soon will show 
green leaves. The people § rejoice 
because the sun and warmth are just 
what is needed for growth. 

The most important part of the 
tree is the root, whichis hidden from 
view, but the roots of the trees absorb 
the moisture and help it to grow. So 
it 1S with us, we also must put down 
Sturdy roots that will give us a firm 
religion. 


This first day of spring in Israel 
(Shebat 15) ts a joyous holiday for 
the children. They each have a very 
picasant duty to perform before they 
go on a picnic. Each child is given 
a sapling to plant in the ground. and 
all through the year they look after 
these trees and watch them grow. 
(Do vou think it a goed idea to plant 
a little orchard vourself and look after 
it hike the children 7). They 
plant eucalyptus trees to help to drain 
the marshy soil, olive, pine, and 
Orange trees. 

Long years ago it was the custom 
for parents to plant a tree at the birth 
of each child. a cypress tree for the 
girl to signify tenderness, and a cedar 
for the boy as a symbol of height and 


stréngih. These trees were cut down 


on the day of the young people's 
marriage to make the fraq@work of 
the Chuppah (canopy). 

Are you wondering why it is so 
necessary to plant trees? JI will try 
to explain very briefly. When | was 
in Israel it ~was fully explained to me 
that the trees protect the crops against 
the wind, as well as drain the swamps. 
People are very pleased with the shade 
afforded by the trees against the 
scorching heat. 

Many industries depend on.-the trees 
‘for their‘upkeep. To export the fruit 
grown in Israel you need strong pack- 
ing cases; to'make furniture for the 
newcomers timber is necessary. So we 
see how right Moses was when he 
said to Isracil: “ And when ye come 
into the land and have planted all 
manner of trees trees that 
are so necessary for the growth of 
a nahon, 

In a Midrash (to be found in 
Vavyikra Raba) it is stated that “ when 
the world was created God's first act 
was to planf, as it is written, *‘ And 
the Lord God planted a garden in 
Eden”: and so you, too, when you 
come to Eretz Yisrael shall do nothing 
before you have planted.” 
thing Theodor Herzl did on entering 
the land was to plant a tree. And 
now the countryside and the hills of 
Israel become more beautiful each 
year with the number of trees that 


have been planted. 


I hope you will all spend a pleasant 
day and try to eat some fruit. that 


has come from the land of Israel.

A FRIENDLY ZOO 
(Continued) 


We came first to the place where 
the mountain goats live. No-it 
wasn't a cage. For the Biblical Zoo is 
a kind of Israeli Whipsnade where 
they have “enclosures” rather than 
cages. But where were the goats? | 
could see a notice explaining that this 
was where they lived. There was even 
a text from the Bible written up show- 
ing where goats are mentioned. Buys 
the goats themselves T couldn't see. 

Then Dr. Shulov began to make a 
rather odd sort of noise. This, as he 
explained afterwards, was the sort of 
noise that mountain goats make. And 
suddenly. bounding over from the far 
end of the enclosure came noi only 
mother and father goat, but their baby 
too. For this, as I said, is really a 
home for animals, and it's a poor home 
that has no babies! And how happy 
they all were together—not only with 
each other but with Dr. Shulov too. 
So happy in fact that I'm almost 
tempted to call him Father Shulov. 

Of course there isn't time to tell 
you all I saw, or to degcribe all the 
noises Dr. Shulov made. But I saw 
most of the animals you would expect 
to find in a Zoo—most of the animals 
you have seen yourselves, I expect— 
lions, bears, leopards, camels, 
monkeys. and lots of others 


Elephant Wanted 


But there were some I didn't see 
elephants for example. This was 
partly because Dr. Shulov hasni vet 
enough moncy to buy an elephant and 

* bring it to Jerusalem. Its partly, too, 
because he can't yet afford to build a 
house for them to live in. There were 
some rather lonely bachelors too— 
animals waiting for Dr. Shulov to find 
them a wife—or hysband—-so that they 
can produce more and more animal 
“sabras.” And for that he needs 
more money too. 


I said at the beginning that I would 
hardly have dared to come back to 
London if I hadn't been to the Zvo. 
And why? Because theré are some 
Friends of the Jerusalem Biblical Zoo 
here in England who are trying to help 
Dr. Shulov to make the Zoo a still 
more exciting place with still more 
animals at home there. And [I had 
promised these friends that I would

In former times, great craftsmen 
would design these crowns, and at the 
Jewish Museum in Woburn House you 
can see many beautiful specimens 
made by some of the finest Jewish 
artists ip Europe. These crowns are 
placed on the Scrolls of the Law not 
only because of their 
beauty, but because they are symbols 
of sovereignty, thus signifying that we 
must follow the rules of the Torah in 
the same way as we obey the

ANGLO-JEWRY AND SPORT 


By JOSEPH FINKLESTONE 


AILURE to appreciate suffici- 
ently the value of sport and 
the youth clubs seems to me 

to be one of the main weaknesses 
of the Anglo-Jewish community. In 
its attitude to sport the community 
is following an ancient tradition in 
Jewish life which has looked with 
some suspicion at athletic achieve- 
ments as providing two dangers— 
the distraction of the young people 
from intellectual studies, and the 
opening of the door for further 
imitation of non-Jewish activities. 

Jewish sporting organisations have 
had a long struggle to become firmly 
established. Even today there are 
considerable sections in the com- 
munity which have completely failed 
{0 grasp the purpose and value of 
sport. They look upon Jewish sports- 
men with amusement and occasionally 
with good-natured tolerance. They 
see in athletic endeavour a waste of 
effort, mental and physical, which 
could be better employed in work and 
study. 

Whatever the merit of this view it 
has, to me, this advantage: if is posi- 
tive. One can argue about it and 
even sympathise with it. But more 
difficult to deal with is the apathy 
about sport in. much wider sections 
of. the community. 


British Trait 


That sport should not have captured 
the imagination of Anglo-Jewry 1s 
particularly surprising in the light of 
the Tercentenary celebrations, Anglo- 
Jewry has learned to value and cherish 
the fundamental tenets of British life, 
but its most characteristic expression— 
sport—-the community has sull not yet 
fully understood. 

lt is all too easy to overstate the 
case for sport, as it is to understate 
it. But | think that it can be argued 
with much justification that tbe tradi- 
tional British love of tolerance and 
fair play is due, to a large degree, to 
the British people's profound affection 
for sport. It is not without signi- 
ficance that Britain, the pioneer of 
many sporting games, such as cricket, 
football, and tennis, provides an 
example to the world how sport 
should be organised and conducted. 
The British character has been 
moulded not so much in the class- 
rooms as on the playing fields. Those 
who argue that sport is the opium of 
the British people forget that in times 
of great ‘stress sport has provided them 
with an essential means for relaxation, 

Astomshment is frequently expressed 
by visitors from abroad at the impor- 
tance which the British people attach 
to sporting events, particularly that it 
should be considered mecessary to 
announce sporting results at such occa- 
sions as the Lord Mayor's banquet ! 
But to me that is a wonderful illus- 
tration of the strength and sanity of 
British life. Happy. indeed, is the 
nation which can in times of turbu- 
lence. and trouble turn away for a 
moment from the chaos of the world 
and applaud the achievements of 
English cricketers and . footballers. 
May the time come when the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Deputies. will 
not consider it inappropriate to 
announce during a meeting of the 
Board the result of a match in which 
Jewish sportsmen have taken part, for 
then the lot of the Jewish people will 
be much happier than jt is now. 


Tenacity of Purpose 


Considering the public apathy, how- 
ever, the achievements of Anglo- 
Jewish sportsmen have, indeed, been 
remarkable. It was with great pride 
that I watched the Anglo-Jewish com- 
petitors at the Maccabiah in Israc.. 
They were magnificent sportsmen both 
in defeat and in victory. But Anglo- 
Jewish sport owes its prestige to a 
comparatively small number of 
devoted people. | have been astonished 
and -gratified by the tenacity with 
which they tackle such. problems as 
sending an Anglo-Jewish team to the 
Maccabiah, or organising ambitious 
sporting events in Britain. They. are 
the unsung heroes of Anglo-Jewish 
life. 

Anglo-Jewry could with advantage 
follow the example of the State of 
Israel. There the full value of. sport 
aS a means to mental and physical 
well-being has. been fully recognised. 
Sport today ocewpies in Israeli life 
almost aS important a place as it does 
in Britain. High Government officials 


do not think -it below their dignity to 


discuss the merits of the football 
teams of Maccabi and Hapoel. When 
recently Israel's football team played 
the Soviet Union, the normal life of 
the country almost came to a stand- 
still. Every facet of sporting achieve- 
ment in the world is followed with 
intense interest by the 
Orthodox and non-Orthedox youth 
share equally the love for sport. This

is an indication of the strength and 
virility of Israeli youth. 
No community can, be more justly 


proud than Anglo-Jewry of jts achieve-_ 


ments in developing youth clubs, Its 
record as a pioneer of new types of 
clubs to provide the youth with oppor- 
tunities for becoming fully integrated 
personalities is one of the finest con- 
tributions it has made to modern 
Britain. Their réle has changed as 
the material conditions of the com- 
munity has altered. But they are still 
one of the main safeguards-for the 
survival of.Anglo-Jewry. Among the 
leaders of the youth movements one 
finds some of the most selfless and 


. noble members of the community. But 


1 feel that the general community pays 
far too little attention to Jewish youth 
clubs. They are taken too much for 
granted and far too little is done to 
encourage and support them. The 
poor response to the Tercentenary 
Appeal. one of the aims of which is 
the training of youth leaders, may 
perhaps be explained partly by an 
absence of interest in youth clubs and 
a lack of-awareness of the vital work 
they perform for the community. 

Sport and Orthodoxy are not. and 
need not be, opposing forces, That 
has been recognised and confirmed in 
Jewish schools in this country, where 
Sport is increasingly encouraged and 
developed. Many outstanding young 
sportsmen have been trained in Ortho- 
dox Jewish schools—and _ their 
Orthodoxy has .in no ‘way ‘been 
impaired. 

| feel that Anglo-Jewry will not 
reach its full strength until sport and 
youth activiies come to occupy a 
more important part in the communal 
conscjousness—-in fact, until talking 
about and participating in sport comes 
to be as natural as indulging in 
controversy !

HASTINGS CHESS CONGRESS

(British Chess Champion, 


In my report of the Hastings Chess 
Congress last week I mentioned that 
the players who had impressed me 
most of all were the Yugoslav 
champion, Gligoric, Larsen of Den- 
mark, and Olafsson of Iceland. 
Subsequent results confirmed these 
impressions and first prize in the 
Premier Tournament was shared by 
Gligoric and Larsen with 6} points 
each. There was also a tie for third 
prize between O'Kelly de Galway 
(Belgium) and Olafsson, 6, followed 


‘by Clarke (Great Britain) and Szabo 


(Hungary) 44, Toran (Spain) 34, 
Horseman (Great Britain) 3, Penrose 
(Great Britain) 24, and Alexander 
(Great Britain) 2 

There is no doubt that the players who 
ees the best chess were at the op. 

either Gligoric nor Larsen was favoured 
by luck and both played some beautiful 
games. In fact, the quality of play this 
time seems to me to have been as high 
as I can remember seeing in the long 
series of Hastings Chess Congresses. 

The Jewish grandmaster, Laszlo Szabo, 
who is champion of Hungary, held his 
own with a fifty per cent score, losing one 


game to Larsen, winmng one against 
Alexander and drawing the rest. Since he 


has won first prize three times in previous 
Hastings competitions this result must

be regarded as disappointing. But quite 
obviously his play was seriously affected 
by the tragic events in Hungary and he 
was never able to concentrate to the 
extent necessary in such a arduous com- 
petition. However, he is still one of the 
reatest chess-players in the world and 
am quite sure he will make a come-back 
once his future is more assured and 
settled. 


The results in the Major Section of the 
Premier Reserves again bore out the hint 
I gave last week. For here we saw a well- 
deserved triumph for the Jewish master. 
Kluger, of Hungary, who by a last minute 
spurt m which beat the previous 
tournament feader, Vasilievic, came first 
with 7 poimts. This also gave him the 
right to play in the Premier Tournament 
next year, The remaining scores were M. 
Vasilievic (Yugoslavia) 64, A. Y. Green

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THE EISENHOWER DOCTRINE REACTION OF 
$400,000,000 Economic

WASHINGTON 
President Eisenhower, in his address 
to the joint session of both Houses of 
Congress last Saturday, submitted a 
four-point programme for the Middle 
East. 


He proposed first that Congress 
authorise the Administration to assist in 
developing the cconomic strength of the 
Middle East countries to help them to 
maintain their mdependence: secondly, 
that authorise him to grant military 
assistance to countries in the Middle East 
desiring such aid ; thirdly, to sanction the 
employment of United States armed 
forces to protect the territorial integrity 
and iwmdependence of the Middle East 
countries requesting aid «against Com- 
munist aggression; and fourthly to permit 
him to apply funds established through 
the mutual Security Act for economic and 
military purposes regardless of the exrst- 
ing limitations set for the disposal of the 
funds. Under the Act, funds have been 
appropriated up to the end of June, 
President Eisenhower is secking, after that 
daic, for an appropriation of $400,000,000 
covering the two fiscal years begmning 
nex! duly This sum would be at his dis- 
cretion for disbursemem in the Middle 


Fast in addition to the existing foreign 
aid programme. 

The programme he advocated, the 
President said, would not solve all Middle 
Fast problems. Relations between Israel 
and the Arab States, the future of the 
Arab refugees, and the status of the Suez 
Canal, he stressed, were matters for the 
United Nations to decide. 

The Israeli attack in October, the Pre- 
sident stated, had intensified differences 
between Israel and her Arab neighbours 

Testifying before the House ol Repre- 
sentatives Foreian Affairs Commnutiece on 
Monday. Mr. Foster Dulles, the U.S.A. 
Secretary. of State, declared that the 
Soviet veto in the Security Council would 
not prevent the United States from aiding 
any Middle East country secking help 
against aggression 

Asked if the Eisenhower doctrine might 
mean sending military aid to 'srael, Mr 
Dulles replied: “It ts entirely possible to 
do so. But it has been the policy of the 
United States not to be an important 
purveyor of arms to Israel and its neigh- 
bouring States.” 

It was announced from the White 
House on Monday that Mr. James 
Richards, special assistant to President 
Eisenhower on Middle East problems, is 
to head a mission to the Middle East to 
explain the President's. plan to the 
countries of the area. 


6,400 JEWS HAVE LEFT 
EGYPT

Altogether 6,400 Jewish refugees 
have left Egypt since November 22 
last, when the first deportees reached 
Europe, it is authoritatively learned 
here.

100,000 IMMIGRANTS IN 1957 


Great Increase Expected in Aliya 


Frem our Own Correspondent 
JERUSALEM 


One hundred thousand immigrants . 


may enter Israel in 1957 if the present 
rate of immigration continues. New 
plans are being. drawn up by the 


‘Israch Government and the Jewish 


Agency to deal with the increased 
influx of immigrants, 

About two thousand 
enicred the country during ‘the _ first 
week of Janugry. If this rate continues, 
as im view of the  situa- 
hon in Egypt and Hungary. it is fore- 
seen that the total of immigrants in 1957 
will reach 100,000 or 25.000 families. 
About $500,000,000 would be needed 
to meet the cost of this inmmigration 

This number of immigrants far exceeds 
the ‘maximum total for 1957 which had 
been expected. At the last. mecting of 
the Co-ordination Committee. of the 
Government and the Jewish Agency, Mr. 
S. Z. Sheragai, head of the Agency immi- 
gration department, sought and obtained 
approval to wicrease immigration to 
52,000 ._ persons for the period from 
January to September this year. 

Every eflort is to be made to prevent 
immigrants from having to go ‘to 
ma‘abarot. The Jewish Agency had 


immigrants 


planned to build 14,000 housing units 
during the year. This number will now 
be increased to 20,000. Accommodation 
for 4,000 families is to be made avail- 
able in kibbutzin. 

A begrmning has already been made 
with a plan to build new industrics away 
from. large cities. A factory for 
assembling Hahan Vespa motor-scooiter. 
was opened at Safad, where there was a 
large number of unemployed. Such new 
towns as Kiryat Gat .could also 
centres for the absorption of new imm: 
grants. It is recognised that many of 
the new immigrants would not wan 
to take up agriculture. 

Arrangements are. being made to 
enable professional persons among the 
immigrants to ‘continue their work with 
as little delay as possible. Refresher 
courses and spccial ulpanim (intensive 
Hebrew courses) are being arranged for 
them. 

The Children and Youth Aliyah organ- 
isation is helping in the absorption 
campaign by agrecing to accept into its 
villages and institutions .chitdren ol 
families the heads of which have ‘not yet 
established themselves in the country. 

It is stressed that the tremendous task 
of absorbing the immigrants can be 
accomplished successfully only if greaicr 
aid is received from world Jewry.
